Former Daily Staffer 
Covers Gun Battles

Waterloo, Feb. 25.-A spectacular 
wave of Indiscriminate "gunplay," 
that at times reached nightmare 
proportions, has been sweeping 
this town for the past week. Local 
police are exerting every means 
to bring the shooting to a halt, 
but normally respectable citizens 
continue to blaze away at one 
another under the slightest provo- 
cation. 

The odd angle about the whole 
affair is that to dale no one has 
been killed or injured in any of 
Ihe fusillades . . . only naturally 
so, since the weapons involved are 
water pistols and the ammunition 
consists of liquids that vary from 
perfume to alcoholic beverages. 
Brother ranged against brother, 
the town's citizens fight it out man 
to man, squirt for squirt. 

The whole screwball business 
started last week at a hockey game 
when several members of the 
younger set used the pistols to ex- 
press their disapproval of the ref- 
eree's conduct. The idea spread, 
however, with unforeseen rapidity 
until the guns became formidable 
'weapons In the hands of adults. At 
the present moment no one is safe 
in public gatherings. The various 
fluids fly about hitting warriors 
and non-combatanta alike, occa- 
sionally creating embarrassing sit- 
uations . . . elderly ladies of un- 



of malt spirits. 

The pistols are of the latest de- 
sign, one that does away with the 
obsolescent plunger-fill method. 
These new sqjiirters will fire one 
hundred and fifty shots without 
reloading, long hard shots at that. 
Manufactured locally by the Mci 
Donald Mêlais and Plastics Com- 
pany. Ihcse weapons at the moment 
are available only here. 

A civic pow-wow, that included 
the town council, the mayor and 
the police chief, decided that legal 
measures were necessary lo bring 
this feudin' and fussin" under con- 
trol. A hasty reference lo some- 
body's law volumes brought the de- 
cision that firing a water pistol at 
another citizen is "disturbing - the 
peace." In accordance with this 
decision, Chief Antonln Robillard, 
with hia three man police force, 
was ordered to the lore. 
v "If people don't understand the 
easy way, they will certainly 
understand Ihe rough way," threat- 
ened Chief Robillard, when' an- 
nouncing the stringent police 
policy on the matter. "It may have 
been funny a week ago, but it isn't 
funny now." 

The seriousness of Chief Robil- 
lard's last statement is borne out 
by an advertisement nailed to the 
post office wall that reads: 
"Hockey Game Tonight ... No 
Water Pistols!"

Reporting on the Progressive 
Conservative Student Federation 
Conference held at McGill this past 
weekend, Dick Ogdcn listed the 
following resolutions adopted: 
Conference Favoured 
The Conference declared itself in 
favour of a reconvening of the 
Dominion - Provincial Conference 
that would specify the distribution 
of responsibilities and yet "pre- 
serve the maximum of provincial 
autonomy". The students advocat- 
ed a joint Senate — Commons Com- 
mittee on atomic energy with full 
access to information which Is at 
the present being denied to Parlia- 
ment. A Royal Commission was 
recommended to study the entire 
field of Senate activities. 

The delegates exprcwed their be- 
lief in the basic freedoms of a 
true democracy, and said that uni- 
versity authorities should not deny 



students the right to form political 
groups on their own campuses. 

On matters of taxation, the Mc- 
Gill delegate reported that the Con- 
ference had urged the repeal of 
the federal transportation tax of 
15 per cent and a raising of the 
exemption for student dependents. 
Need For Rlllngualism 

Further resolutions dealt with 
Ihç importance of the continuance 
cf bilingualism to' maintain national 
unity; the need for government fin- 
ancial assistance for university 
medical research; the desirability of 
educational scholarships to assist 
young Canadians in overcoming 
problems created by financial or 
geographical handicaps. , 

The Federation favoured positive 
action towards building a truly 
Canadian national spirit through 
the development of a National 
Library, a National Art Gallery 
and a National Theatre. The Con- 
ference commended Frldolin on his 
establishing a new record for con- 
tinuous performance of a Canadian 
play with Canadian actors, Dick 
Ogden concluded. 

At the close of the meeting the 
retiring president, Jeff Turner, ex- 
pressed his appreciation and thanks 
to the retiring executive and to 
the Club for the great degree of 
co-operation he had received 
throughout the year, and especially 
during the recent P.C.S.F. Confer- 
ence. He then introduced the new 
president. Clarence Fiske, who 
thanked the members of the Club 
for the confidence placed in him. 
and expressed Ihe hope that the 
Club would prove as successful in 
the future as it has in the past.

Fair Includes 
Displays, Live 
Stock Judging 

Yesterday the students of Mac- 
donald College presented their sec- 
ond annual Royal Fair which dem- 
onstrated the contribution both 
Students and Science arc making 
lo Agriculture. 

The Fair was officially opened 
at 11.30 a.m. by the guest of honor, 
James G. Taggart. who has just' 
been appointed Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture by Prime Minister St. 
Laurent. 

The various displays of the de- 
partments, which were really the 
nucleus of the Fair, were judged 
by Mr. Taggart, Mr. Charles Jef- 
ferson, a former student of Mac- 
donald College, and Margaret Mc- 
Naughton, a home economist in the 
Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa. The judges said that they 
encountered great difficulty in 
choosing a winner and it was near* 
ly an hour before the Agronomy 
exhibit was awarded the trophy, 
which was presented by the grad- 
uating class of 48. 

After the judging, which was 
closed to the public, Mr. Taggart 
announced the winner in his open- 
ing speech, at which time he com- 
plimented the students on the 
soundness of their presentations. 
Mr. Taggart explained that sim- 
plicity of theme aided him and 
the other judges in their decision. 
Some of the other exhibits he felt 
lacked the same unity to qualify 
them. 

The winning display portrayed 
in a modest but illustrative fashion 
how an increase in population 
from 1900 to 1949 has necessitated 
greater yields of wheat for con- 
sumption. These increased yicldi 
it was explained have been brought 
about by the improvement of corn 
and grain varieties, the increased 
development of hybrid corn in the 
U.S. and the vast improvements in 
soil management techniques.

The Fair was by no means con- 
fined to exhibits in the gymnasi- 
um. Prominent on the program 
was the "livestock judging in the 
college arena where both the ap- 
pearance of the animals and the 
ability of the students as show- 
man were considered. A great deal 
of credit must be given to the stu- 
dents who participated in the live- 
stock show, sincc a great deal of 
time was spent grooming, clipping 
and training the animal during the 
weeks proceeding the Fair. 

Other high lights of the show 
were the poultry judging competi- 
tions; an interesting display of farm 
equipment in the Engineering Hall; 
sandwich making and pressure 
cooker demonstrations by the 
Household Science Department; a 
Plant Pathology exhibit, and a seed 
judging competition sponsored by 
the Agronomy Department. 

The Fashion Show, a feature of 
the afternoon program displayed 
the ability of the Home Economists 
and the Homcmakers to design 
their own dresses.

A D.P. in a German University 



Foreword 
The following article was written 
for The Dally by a student who has 
experienced the frustrations and 
desperate living conditions of D.P. 
atudenls who are struggling for an 
•ducatlon in Germany. Persecuted 
by the brutal Nazis, they are now 
forced to live in an enemy country 
for they, are fugitives from thc 
equally Infamous Communists. 
Time Laughs- 
The dislocation ot the past war 
hat thrown millions of people on 
the highways of the world. Today, 
nearly four years after the war, 
they are still drilling there. More 
than a million of them are designat- 
ed by two letters— D.P. The bitter 
years after war have taken many 
of their illusions and hopes, leaving 
doubts and unbelief. After ill a few 
thousands of them are seeming 
happy, happy because they have 
their king. The spirit of thc king 
flies over the auditoriums, labor- 
atories, libraries and institutes, 
where they bury like an ostrich in 
thè mountains of books or creep In 
the imoke of laboratory, keep on 
their optimism. They are faithful 
to their king even then, when Time 
laughs his loud,. disdainful laughs, 
because It knows that Ideas and 
ideals are the only things which 
are getting cheaper today. 
Everyday Routine 

But what is their everyday rout- 
ine? I shall tell about the dally 
round of some D.P. students at Ger- 
man University at Wuerzburg In 
Bavaria. The conditions ot studies 
at all German universities for D.P. 
students are alike, also the con- 
ditions of life at D.P. camps. 

There are three most difficult 
problems for D.P. students. First 
thè material difficulties, then the 
uncertainty of tomorrow and the 
inimical attitude of some 
German students. 

The student* of chemistry start

university. It is true fact that one 
hour before the opening of the door 
they are standing at the door, 
thirsty for knowledge.

At 
noon we had to stay there, while 
the German students went to take 
their dinner. We didn't have tickets. 
We feasted on with stories instead 
of food.

Joe Louis Quits Ring 
To Become Promoter 



Joe Louis resigned as undefeated 
world heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion yesterday to become a fight 
promoter. 

The Alabama-born Negro who 
has held the heavyweight crown 
longer, and defended it more often 
than any man in boxing history, 
made his formal resignation by let- 
ter to the National Boxing Com- 
mission. 

He asked for and received N.B.A. 
permission to promote a match be- 
tween Ezzard Charles and Jersey 
Joe Walcott in June for the N.B.A.- 
recognized world's heavyweight 
title. 

A new fight promotion alliance 
with Arthur M. Wirtz. James D. 
Norris. owners of the Chicago Sta- 
dium, and Louis sharing equal 
ownership was formed. It is to be 
called the International Boxing 
Club. 

"1 have already begun to work in 
my new capacity as director of 
boxing for the club," Louis wrote 
the N.B.A.. "our organization has 
obtained the signatures of Ezzard 
Charles and Jersey Joe Wolcott on 
agreements to engage in a 15-round 
heavyweight contest this June." 

Both contenders, Louis said, have 
been recognized by the N.B.A. and 
"other recognized and competent 
authorities as the top ranking con 
tenders. Their ring records fully 
justify these rankings." 

Both Charles and Walcott, Louis 
said, have agreed that the winner 
of the June light shall meet either 
Lee Savold or Gus Lesnevich within 
90 days and that the N.B.A.-secog- 
nized champion will defend his 
title at least twice a year. 

Louis' decision to quite the ring 
and go into business was his own. 
"I'm glad to retire." he said. "It 
takes a great load off my mind. 
I could see that I couldn't light any 
more and rather than lose the 
title in the ring 1 decided to quit." 

The Brown Bomber said his de- 
cision matured into a reality in 
the last 10 days. 

Norris, one of the world's big 
grain-operators, said he and his 
partner for some time had contem- 
plated a partnership with Louis in 
the fight promotion game. 

Although the new partnership 
owns the Chicago Stadium, largest 
sports arena in the world, no deci- 
sion has been made where the 
Walcott-Charlcs fight will be held. 

"I think It would be more digni- 
fied to hold it outdoors," Norris 
said, "and Louis agrees with me." 

Louis, who won the crown from 
James J. Braddock June 22, 1937,

Louis' 25 title defences. 

Hardly had the first news of 
Louis' retirement spread across the 
Globe when fight promoters were 
laying claim to the crown. 

Billy Daly, Savold's manager 
said in New York that he was 
"very disappointed" that Louis 
never had fought his man. 

There was a slight difference be 
tween Louis' personally-stated re 
action to the retirement and the 
reaction as submitted by press 
agent.s 

At Miami's international airport, 
just before Louis took off for 
Nassau, Bahamas, to appear with 
Eddie Edwards in an exhibition 
there tonight, Louis said he was 
"glad to retire." 

In the 12 years during which 
Louis, reigned the undisputed king 
of the heavyweight boxing world, 
he defended his title 25 times. 

The only comparable heavy- 
weights to resign were John L. Sul- 
livan, who held the title 10 years 
and seven months and James J. 
Jeffcries, who came out of retire- 
ment to fight Jack Johnson for the 
championship more than 11 years 
after he had won it from Bob Fitz- 
aimmons. 

Louis was the youngest boxer 
ever to win the crown. He was 23 
when he whipped Braddock, while 
Sullivan, Jefferies and Jack Demp- 
sey were 24 when they became 
champions. 

Louis earned the most money. 
During his boxing career he piled 
up $3,887.323.72 from official 
matches. How much he" has picked 
up In personal appearance tours, 
exhibitions and investments Is 
known only to his managers and 
the Internal Revenue Department. 
He will continue his current ex- 
hibition tour which ends In Texas 
March 18. 

After his appearance in Nassau 
tonight, he will appear three times 
in Cuba. He meets the Cuban 
heavyweight champion. Omelio 
Agramonte. Thursday night in the 
Cuban capital, and unnamed op- 
ponents In Camaguay on Friday 
and San Diego on Saturday. 

At the completion of his tour he 
will go to Chicago to further dis- 
cuss the June title match with his 
new partners.

ler, chairman of the McGill I.S.S. 
Committee said today. 

The service in a non-political, 
non-sectarian organization of stu- 
dents, professors and graduates, 
whose aim is to promote interna- 
tional understanding in the uni- 
versity world through relief work, 
student and professor exchanges, 
international conferences and stu- 
dy tours, he said. 

There arc I.S.S. committees in 
40 countries throughout the world. 
While the I.S.S. of Canada co- 
operates with the committees of 
other countries, the home commit- 



tee is entirely independent. 



I.S.S. of Canada is run by an ad- 
ministrative committee of which 
Dean H. N. Fieldhouse, Dean of 
Arts and Science at McGill, is a 
member. 

Since 1940, I.S.S. of Canada has 
collected $125,000 for relief work 
among European students, to 
whom books, food and clothing 
have been sent. 

The March of Books campaign, 
instituted by the Canadian Council 
for Reconstruction t h ro u g h 
UNESCO, has been conducted on 
various Canadian campuses by 
I.S.S. committees. 

This year's program . includes 
scholarships at Canadian univer- 
sities for D.P. students and relief 
for students in Greece, France and 
India.

Bleak Houses 

We can follow the same pattern 
as the existing résidente or we 
can try the co-operative residence. 
The former conventional hotel-type 
residence, such as Douglas and 
Wilson Halls, is known to all. At 
Wilson Hall each student has or 
shares a room; at Douglas Hall, 
where there arc model conditions, 
each student has his own room and 
shares with two others a small sit- 
ting room. This introduces a wel- 
come home-like atmosphere. The 
difficulty with this' type of resi- 
dence is the cost of construction 
and operation. 

A more economical alternative 
is the co-operative residence. This 
type of residence is built as one 
of a number of separate house 
units. Each unit holds about 20 stu- 
dents and provides a comfortable 
common lounge as well as private 
quarters for sleep and .study. Each 
unit is run entirely by the stud- 
ents — a student house committee 
being responsible for upkeep — 
and rented at minimum rent from 
Ihe University. Units are designed 
lo house men, women, or married 
couples. A group of four or five 
house units shares a common re- 
creation room, a nursery if neces- 
sary, and a cafeteria run by the 
University or by the student com- 
mittees. An alternative dining ar- 
rangement (with some successful 
examples at McGill) provides a. 
dining room within each unit run 
by the students themselves in 
lomewhat the same manner as the 
fraternity house. In place of build- 
ing entirely new units a tempor- 
arily cheaper expedient would be 
Ihe purchase of any number of the 
small houses in the vicinity of the 
University, and converting them 
Into "co-op residences." The num- 
ber of units operated on this basis 
could vary with the registration 
and when the rejistralion has be- 
come more or less constant any 
buildings not in use could be con- 
verted, rented or sold. 

The co-op has been successfully 
tried in many Universities, in bom 
Canada and the United States. 
Their great advantage lies in their 
economy to the University and the 
students. At the same time they 
provide the congenial atmosphere 
»nd the good study, recreation, and 
living conditions absent in most 
large institutional residences. 

In this regard, it was proposed 
in 1946 that the Students' Exccu- 
tice Council assist in the obtaining 
of suitable houses for co-op resid- 
ences and that they administer 
such houses to insure continued 
and efficient operation. Since the 
problem of housing has not de- 
creased appreciably, and since 
poor accommodation in existing 
residences further aggravates the 
problem, we propose again that 
the Students' Executive Council 
thoroughly investigate .present 
housing conditions and lake action 
or make recommendations to the 
proper authorities to remedy the 
problem.

To 
dc this, the government recom- 
mended a special committee com- 
posed of seven members of the gov- 
ernment, and three from the op 
position to approve the orders be- 
fore they became law 

The Liberal opposition under the 
leadership of Tom Pickard. sought 
to bring In an amendment making 
it necessary for the Cabinet to show 
the Ordcr-in-Council to Parliament 
within six months of enactment. 
The amendment was defeated, and 
the bill passed after spirited debate 
from both sides of the House. 

The Cabinet, composed of D 
MacLean, P.M.; Minister for Vet- 
eran?. R. Davis, Secretary of State, 
Reg Gunn, Deputy P.M., and Fi- 
nance Minister, R. Stewart, and 
Minister of Reconstruction, Mary 
Douglas, decided lo postpone the 
second bill, dealing with an increas 
In Veteran's Allowance, until the 
next session of Parliament, 

New bills to be introduced at the 
next session are as follows: Discus- 
sion of North Atlantic Pact, Better 
Deal for the Maritimes, Nationalisa- 
Hon of Industries Dependent on 
Public Support for Survival, and 
Penal Reform. These bills should 
provide some spirited controversy 
in the next session of Parliament.

To Hillelites

The Club has been in existence 
for ten years, under the leadership 
of Miss Thelma Wagner of the 
Physical Education Dept. Music for 
the concert Is under the direction of 
Mrs. Gertrude Mackenzie Page, 
whose ability as an accompanist il 
well known in this city.

Professor Robert T. Davies, Dean 
of the Faculty of Fine Arts, ad- 
dressed an assembly of students yes- 
terday at Hillel House. His talk was 
the last in the current "Meet the 
Faculty" series, and his topic was 
The Field of Fine Arts." 
Professor Davies gave a synop- 
sis of the four year course leading 
to the degree of Bachelor of Fine 
Arts In one of .three divisions: Art 
Teacher, Professional Artist, or 
Commercial Art & Industrial De- 
sign. He also spoke about the Intro- 
ductory course which was " estab- 
lished one year before the Faculty. 
It is designed to teach any student 
to use the visual equipment of the 
body, and the visual equipment 
only, to read and appreciate the ex- 
pression of the artist. 

He stated that an artist can por- 
tray many phases of emotion and 
disposition. Surrealists attempt to 
present portraits of objects as seen 
by both the conscious and uncon- 
scious-minds on the same canvas. 
The speakers told the meeting that 
Salvador Dali's work can be very 
easly psychoanalysed because it is 
a straight portrait of the artist's 
state of mind and lacks any per- 
sonal impressions of Inclinations. 

Prof. Davies also mentioned two 
other schools of art; the impres- 
sionist and the futurist. The impres- 
sionists look at an object and paint 
the colors only, as they see them. 
The futurists attempt to show move- 
ment in much the same manner as 
an extraordinary comic strip. 

He said that most of the move- 
ments that hav started in the last 
two hundred years originated in 
Paris, and cited the short-lived at- 
tempt to make New York the world 
Fashions Centre during the war, 
and how at the war's end Fashions 
Immediately moved back to Paris.
